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BILLION INCREASE 
IN VALUE OF CROPS 
GIVEN IN REPORT 


Washington, D.C., Sept. 8—[By the 
Associated Press.]—-This year’s import- 
ant farm erops will be worth approxi- 
mately $1,250,000,000 more than their 
value last year. 

Production forecasts announced to- 
day by the department of agriculture 
indicate this year’s important crops 
will aggregate approximately $6,600,- 
000,000, calculating their value on: 
September 1 farm prices. 

Three crops—corn, cotton, and hay 
—will exceed $1,000,000,000 each in 
value, their aggregate comprising 
more than one-half of the value of all 
the important crops. . 

Corn will be worth approximately 
$495,000,000 more; cotton, $389,000,000; 
oats, $83,000,000; apples, $64,000,000; 
and peaches, $35,000,000.

Stricken with a.recurrence of kid- 
ney trouble wita which she has suf- 
fered intermittently for years, Mrs. 
Harding’s condition developed gravely 
Thursday and Thursday night. 

Although she had been ill since re- 
turning from a week-end trip on the 
Mayflowér, Aug. 27, Gen. C. E. Saw- 
yer, the president's physician, had the 
distinguished patient rallying toward 
recovery until the relapse of yester- 
day. This prompted the President to 
authorize the issuance of an announce- 


ment of his wife’s illness last night.

House acknowledging that her.iliness 
was ‘regarded with much concern.” 
.At 9 o’clock tonight Dr. Sawyer issued 
the following statement at the White 
House: 

“Mrs. Harding, whose illness is a 
recurrence of attacks experienced be-

veloped complications Thursday and 
Thursday night, which make her con- 
dition critical. These complications 
are so serious that recovery is not yet 
assured. Dr. John Fimney of Balti- 
more was called in consultation to- 
night and Dr. Charles Mayo. is en route 
from Rochester, Minn.

“Gen. Sawyer, personal physician to 
the President and Mrs. Harding, said 
this forenoon that during the night 
some<«serious complications had devel- 
oped in Mrs. Harding’s illness, but 
they were slightly abated this morn- 
ing and the patient is resting more 
easily.

It is believed the Baltimore plan is 
really nothing more than a proposed 
policy of settlement rather than a 
statement of terms. It is also thought 
that it sets forth that as many roads 
take the stand that the strike is 
broken and there will be no compro-' 
mise it becomes nécessary for the union 
policy committee to authorize its of- 
ficers to negotiate individual agree- 
ments with such roads as will settle. 


Agreements Not Uniform, 


These separate agreements need not 
necessarily be uniform, some roads 
agreeing to yield more ground than 
Others. The policy committee may be 
asked to give the officers broad power 
to negotiate the best possible settle- 
ment with each road willing to com- 
promise. 

A certain group of roads as repre- 
sented by President Willard are said 
to be holding out for settlement on the 
basis of the “ maximum offer” of the 
minority roads at Washington. Some 
of the roads are said to be willing to go 
even farther than that and restore full 
seniority rights prior to June 30. The 
Washington plan provides for seniority 
disputes to be settled by a committee 
of ten, five to be appointed by the 
union and five by the company. &

“We wish,” he said, “to correct a 
sentiment prevalent throughout the 
country that our investigation will not 
be thorough, and that it will be swayed 
by political and other influences. 

“We will make an absolutely thor- 
ough investigation; and if any infiu- 
ence is attempted we will. not listen to 
it, and will positively disregard it. 


Investigation to Be Thorough. 


“We will be thorough in our work, 
regardless of the results, and there will 
be no phase nor angle that we will not 
examine into. We will investigate into 
the deaths of union coal miners in the 
same thorough manner that we are 
now investigating into the death of 
nonunion men.. 

“ We will also investigate the actions 
of the Southern Illinois Coal company 
and William J. Lester, its president, 
and should we find them responsible in 
any manner will fot hesitate to indict 
them any more than we shall hesitate 
to indict any other guilty party.” 

The chief indictment returned today 
is a blanket charge naming fifty-eight 
persons alleging conspiracy to murder. 
The victims of the massacre, including 
those unidentified, are named or de 
scribed ‘in this document. The men 
new in jail and those for whom ,the 
sheriff is looking havé this new charge 
to face.

“The convention is particularly use- 
ful in that it’ helps toward a better 
understanding between the two coun- 
tries and increases that friendly feel- 
ing which always has existed. 

“There are few things I enjoy more 
than my visits. over here,’ continued 
Mr. Mercier, “and particularly those 
to Chicago. Though my busjness takes 
mé more frequently to New York, I 
greatly .prefer Chicago, a great city, 
which I look forward to becoming the 
premier city of the United States.”

A corps of bril- 
liant young staff officers, working long 
hours on the details of some military 
plan, have now been shifted to ‘the 
Diarbekh area to arrange details 
of a new offensive against Greece.

Is it a passing ebullition of 
protest, occasioned by the ephemeral 
ills of post-war readjustment, which 
would not appear on the surface if it 
were not fomented by able, forceful 
leaders like Beveridge in Indiana, 
Brookhart in lowa, and La Follette in 
Wisconsin” 

Or is there gathering slow but sure 
momentum a wave of radicalism whose 
crest any leader may ride to victory, 
and which, according to some prophets, | 
is going to work an economic and to 
some extent a governmental revolution 
—peaceful or otherwise—in this coun- 
try? 


One Guess as Good as Another. 


The political situation In this state 
on the eve of the primary is exceed- 
ingly complicated, and one man’s 
guess as to the outcome is as good as 
another’s. 

Senator Townsend has the Repub- 
lican organization with him almost toa 
man. He has the support of the busi- 
ness interests generally and the con- 
servative farmers and workingmen. He 
feels confident of renomination and re- 
gards Herbert Baker, the radical can- 
didate, his chief opponent. 

The issues of the hour are the 
strikes, the coal famine, the Daugherty 
injunction, the EschCummins trans- 
portation act, the repeal of the excess 
profits tax, the tariff, and Newberry- 
ism. Prohibition is not an issue and 
hardly has been mentioned in the sen- 
atorial primary. 

Administration Not Popular. 

The Harding administration is not 
popular in Michigan, one judges from 
the public and private expression of 
cpinior.. in addition to those who al- 
ways biame the party in power for all 
the ils of the hour, there are those nat- 
ural conservators who are now com- 
plaining that the President’s course in 
dealing with the strikes has been weak 
and vacillating. 

The vote for Baker will be the index 
of the extent of the radical protest in 
Michigan. He is relying for victory 
on a popular uprising against the pow- 
ers that be at Washington. 

My own opinion is that it will take 
a popular uprising to put him, over 
and that if he wins the nomination it 
wil] be significant evidence of a deep 
seated revolt against the conservatism 
of the Republican: party, an intima- 
tion of the momentum of forces which 
may either transfdrm or extinguish 
the party. For as a leader Baker is 
scarcely more than a figurehead. 

He is only a faint echo of men like 
La Follette and Brookhart and Frazier

The name 
of almost any other radical would 
serve as well. The Baker vote will be 
the recording of a condition of dis- 
satisfaction with the Republican ré- 
gime not palpably superinduced but 
produced by natural causes. If Baker 
should win it would not be because 
Baker had made radicalism popular 
but because radicafism had made 
Baker popular.

U. S. GA. PUTS BAN ON 
AMATEURS WHO TAKE 
GOLF GOODS AS GIFTS 


ROOKLINE, Mass., Sept. 8.— 
[Special.]—The acceptance with- 
out pay of golf balls, clubs, or 
merchandise will render a player 

ineligible to compete iff the amateur 
championship, it has been decided by 
the executive committee of the United 
States Golf association, at a meeting 
here. At the conclusion of the con- 
clave the U. S. G. A. gave out the fol- 
lowing: 

“ An amateur golfer is one who, attaining 
the age of 16 years, has not 

“ [A] Carried clube for hire. 

“[B] Received any consideration, either 
directly or indirectly, fer playing or for teach- 
ing the game, or for playing in a match or 
tournament. 

“{C] Because of his skill as a golfer, re- 
eeived after Dec. 31, 1922, a salary or re- 
muneration, either directly or indirectly, from 
any firm dealing in goods relating to the play- 
ing of the game. 

“  {D] Played for a money prize in compe- 
tition.”’ 

The statement relating to the aceept- 
ance of balls, clubs, or golf merchan- 
dise is contained in a note to the 
above. The present rulings are to 
stand in defining a professional. A 
professional’ golfer is any player who 
has played for a money prize or has 
received payment for playing or teach- 
ing the game.
